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ROLL ON SARATOGA 





More than forty years ago, in 1917 to be exact, the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany decided it was time to make permanent provision for annual auction 
sales of Thoroughbred yearlings at Saratoga. It was a move which re- 
quired considerable courage. Racing, then largely centered in New York 
State, had only recently recovered from the ban imposed under Governor 
Charles Evans Hughes. This country was struggling desperately to im- 
provise a war machine capable of providing the additional power needed 
to defeat Germany and Austria. Nevertheless the Company proceeded to 
construct stables, a sales pavilion and the various other amenities required 
by yearlings, breeders and buyers. 

With the return of peace the Saratoga sales became a unique institu- 
tion, patronised by all the leading market breeders in the country. The sale 
of Man o’ War in its second year of operation gave the Company an im- 
mense boost, which continued down through the 1920’s. All bloodstock 
suffered reductions in value during the depression which began in 1929, but 
the Fasig-Tipton Company was quite equal to this shift in fortune and 
continued to expand until the outbreak of World War II. 

Transportation restrictions then made it necessary to hold the sales 
at the Meadow Brook Club on Long Island. Racing was shut down at 
Saratoga which, it was freely predicted, would never reopen. Kentucky 
breeders formed their own cooperative, the Breeders Sales Company, which 
included more than half of the major market breeders. 

Nevertheless the late Kenneth N. Gilpin of Boyce, Virginia, purchased 
the Company and revived the sales when racing was resumed at Saratoga 
in 1946. Since that time its annual auctions have gone from strength to 
strength. For people who love racing primarily as a sport Saratoga has an 
appeal which no other meeting in the country can match. An important 
part of this appeal is the sales themselves. Here come racing men and 
women from every quarter of the globe and breeders bring yearlings from 
California, Kentucky, the Eastern seaboard, England, Ireland, and the 
Continent. In this delightful atmosphere they race, they inspect, and they 
buy. As for the yearlings the top prices they have brought have been far 
exceeded by their subsequent earnings on the track. 

We are now, perhaps, on the brink of war. Although rationing during 
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World War II eventually funelled 
large amounts through the pari- 
mutuel windows and gave racing 
the biggest boost in history, there 
was hard sledding during the early 
stages of the conflict. The fact that 
large consignors such as Henry 
Knight, Larry MacPhail, and Danny 
van Clief have recently stoppel sel- 
ling at Saratoga has been compared 
to the defections arising out of the 
organisation of the Breeders Sales 
Company. 

Nevertheless, as the 38th annual 
sales approach, no one seems to 
have any particular qualms. Racing 
is booming, the total amount of- 
fered in purses goes up each year, 
and with it the prospective earning 
powers of the horses. The young- 
sters consigned this year are a fine 
lot as to soundness, conformation 
and pedigree. And Saratoga remains 
one of the best places in the world 
to sell yearlings.

To visit the National Museum of Racing 
has become a “‘must” for everyone who 
visits Saratoga. It’s scope of interest is 
so wide that not only those who race, 
but also the man from the street can

which everyone was enthusiastic. 

All those interested in the Museum 
are anxious to have this debt paid off 
which would enable it to make purchases 
when items of special importance become 
available and to provide additional 
facilities for collections that people have 
told us they wished either to leave to the 
Museum by will or give dta later date. Our 
appeal last year did not go out until 
November, late in the taxable year, and 
the result was disappointing. 

Walter Jeffords is again asking for 
donations of stallion services to be sold 
at Keeneland as well as at Saratoga.

Wins Monmouth Handicap

Overconfidence has brought defeat to 
many a sports figure or team. That is 
why coaches and trainers go in for heavy 
histrionics in an effort to convince their 
boys that Stumpy Point Teachers is no 
pushover, and that only 60 minutes of 
singleness of purpose, self-sacrifice and 
full physical output can bring victory - and 
maybe not even that. 

When the newspaper boys are unani- 
mous in declaring that State is a l-to-10 
shot to exterminate Stumpy Point, coach 
must put on a brilliant acting performance 
to get his point over, 

‘‘l hate to see my team made the 
favorite”, the mentor of a bigtime foor- 
ball squad will tell you. 

Of course, he wants to get the best 
odds he can, but there’s more behind it 
than that. He’s afraid his lads will be 
lulled into a sense of false security and 
be smeared before they can come out of 
their dream. 

At Monmouth Park, onSaturday July 19, 
there was evidence to suggest that horse 
people were borrowing tactics from the 
football teachers. 

Word got around that Bold Ruler was 
in pretty bad shape. The story was that 


the colt was “‘as sore-going as ever’, 
only more so, and that an old back 
ailment developed as a two-year-old was 
showing up again. Oh no, you couldn’t see 
it when he walked, but in workouts it was 
awful - and that 134 pounds would kill 
him. 

Despite these dire warnings from au- 
thoritative sources, I knew that 134 pounds 
was not going to stop Bold Ruler. 

There is only one thing that can stop 
Bold Ruler. I picked up this valuable 
information in the Garden State (1956), 
the Florida Derby, Kentucky Derby and 
Belmont Stakes (1957). It cost me $80 
to learn the secret. 

So this time I didn’t bet on him. And 
Bold Ruler won gloriously, aching back 
and all. 

What started the rumors? 

If somebody did it to keep the players 
from getting overconfident, the ruse failed 
miserably. The more they bet, the more 
confident they got. At one stage of the 
wagering the odds on the Wheatley re- 
presentative were 3 to 5; the post time 
price was 3 to 10, with investors clam- 
oring to purchase shares right up to the 
time the market closed. 
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The horse might have been slightly 
overconfident, but if he took a good 
look at the past performances of the rest 
of the field, he was justified in believing 
that things wereu’t going to be too tough. 

Arcaro wasn’t overconfident - just 
smart. He knows that if a natural front- 
runner is allowed to go the first half mile 
in 48 or more seconds, he is likely to 
remain in the lead to the end. 

No discernable strategy was employed 
by any of the jockeys opposing Arcaro 
in the Monmouth Handicap. Each figured 
either that his case was hopeless, or that 
only the weight would beat Bold Ruler. 
So nobody went out to make him run, 

After galloping the first half mile in 
48 1/5 with nothing pushing him, Bold 
Ruler was warmed up and ready for any 
eventuality. Sharpsburg made a bid going 
toward the far turn, and there was a roar 
from members of the Knock Down the 
Favorite Club. They kept right on scream- 
ing all the way to the wire, never realizing 
that Arcaro was just having fun. 

The Master was in the position he loves, 
and played his horse like a Stradivarius. 
As Jockey Nick Shuk shoved Sharpsburg 
at him, Eddie loosened up a bit on Bold 
Ruler. Sharpsburg came close but never 
headed the son of *Nasrullah-Miss Disco, 
by Discovery. 

At the end of amile anda quarter, Bold 
Ruler was lathered up well, but didn’t 
show any whip welts and he had a margin 
of three-quarters of a length over Sharps- 
burg. 

It was six lengths back to Bill’s Sky 
Boy, which held third place by three- 
quarters over Third Brother. 

Dotted Line and Beam Rider completed 
the field, Sharpsburg carried 113 pounds, 
21 less than Bold Ruler. Others received 
from 24 to 32. 

The time of the race was 2:01 3/5,

Mill River Stable’s Eternal Son and 
Mielaison were fastest away with Mrs. 
Rose M., Troiano’s 9-year-old King Com- 
mander and Caste next in line. Mielaison 
ridden by James G, Hobales, quickly 
established a commanding lead. However, 
jockey A. (Paddy) Smithwick called upon 
Caste approaching the sixth fence and 
promptly went to the front. Caste widen- 
ed his advantage at each jump there- 
after. Curly Joe, under Joseph L, Ait- 
cheson, Jr., lost his bid to take the place 
award while making a bad landing fol- 
lowing the 10th and last hurdle, some 
70 yards from the wire. 

Caste, who raised his earnings over 
$11,000 for the year with his second 
success at the current meeting, had an- 
nexed the Tom Roby Steeplechase in 1956 
and last year had won the Noel Laing 
Steeplechase Handicap. 

It was later learned that King Com- 
mander, steeplechase horse of the year 
in 1954, had ruptured a suspensory liga- 
ment. That the dark bay by Brown King 
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gave it his ‘‘all,”’ in this his first ap- 
pearance under silks this year, was evi- 
denced that King Commander successfully 
cleared each hurdle, disregarding the 
injury he had sustained in the earlier 
portion of the event. 

Trainer Hollie Hughes saddled his 
third consecutive winner of Monmouth 
Park’s hurdle program when Sanford Stud 
Farms’ Amateur graduated from the 
maiden ranks with a facile triumph in 
Thursday’s The Festoon Farm Purse. 

Hughes, who trained the last two win- ’ 
ners of the Midsummer Hurdle Handicap, 
Cain Hoy Stable’s Flying Fury and San- 
ford Stud’s Ideal View, had tightened 
the girth on Stephen (Laddie) Sanford’s 
Dartmoor and Tremere, winners over 
the lesser obstacles here last week, 

Four lengths back of the winner, a 
3-year-old son of *Rico Monte from 
Juvenile by *Reading II, bred by Preston 
Burch, came Allison L, S, Stern’s *Dar- 
lington 2nd.

It also offers through the Annual 
Summer Yearling Sales, conducted by the 
Fasig-Tipton Company, an opportunity for 
owners to acquire the racing prospects 
with which they will come back the fol- 
lowing year for a similar proving. One 
of the best guides to those prospects is 
what the yearling’s close relatives have 
already accomplished. And, looking to the 
past as a forecast of the future, it re- 
quires no crystal ball, tea leaves or 
palm reading for a confident prediction of 
racing success in store for the 1958 
Saratoga Sales yearlings; it is written 
in their bloodlines. 

For instance, there are three sons 


and two daughters of the premier sire 
*Princequillo; a son of mighty *Nasrullah; 
fillies by Olympia and *Alibhai; a colt 
and filly by *Khaled; two daughters of 
Double Jay; three sons of Roman; two 
Polynesian colts; a son and daughter of

as the male, so far as close relationship

When the second Ear! of Oxford passed 
through the northern counties in 1735 on 
his way to Perth he was accompanied bya 
friend, his chaplain, and ten servants, They 
travelled in a six horse coach and had 
eleven horses in reserve, probably for 
riding when roads were very bad, and when 
the highway had to be left to reach houses 
and properties owned by the Earl off the 
main thoroughfare, 

The chaplain kept a diary in which he 
recorded that a night was spent at Thirsk 
**at one of the neatest and best inns on all 
accounts that I have seen’’. The party went 
to see Gormire Lake and the historic 


Hambleton racecourse above it. This is 
described as ‘‘very fine turf’’. 

Passing on to Richmond the chaplain 
notes: 

**In this part of the county it is that the 
best horses are said to be bred, and every- 
body here is born a jockey, and any 
stranger may soon be furnished with all 
the cant and trick belonging to the way of 
trading by a little conversation and ex- 
pense in dealing with these artists, who 
seem to be the most professed cheats in 
the world in their calling, and yet are 
never deemed such by a peculiar kind of 
courtesy of England.” 

Travelling to Catterick the following 
day they met a number of people on their 
way to Richmond market and ‘‘were con- 
firmed in the truth of the report of this 
part of the country producing noteable

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horses of all breeds, for we saw none of 
the ordinary people but what seemed to be 
better mounted than usual’’, The chaplain’s 
impression of the astuteness of Yorkshire 
horse dealers (‘cheats’, he calls them), re- 
minds us of what George Borrow wrote in 
Romany Rye about a century later: - 

**By no manner of means allow a York- 
shireman to get into the saddle, for if you 
do, it is 3 to 1 he rides off with your 
horse. He can’t help it. Trust a catamong 
cream, but never trust a Yorkshireman 
on the saddle of a good horse.” 

There was an earlier saying ‘“‘Shake a 
bridle on a Yorkshireman’s grave and he'll 
rise and steal a horse’’, Certainly, from 
very early times, Yorkshiremen had a 
national reputation as horse breeders, 
horsemen, horse judges, horse dealers, 
and horse thieves! 

About twenty years prior to the Earl 
of Oxford’s journey, Daniel Defoe made 
his “‘tour’’, and, when in the Richmond 
area, was similarly impressed with its 
“thorsey”’ character. Indeed, one is in- 
clined to think the reverend diarist had 
Defoe’s book (published 1708), with him, 
and had read the following passage: - 

**Though I met with nothing else with- 
in the town of Bedal worth observing, yet 
the country round about it, as indeed the 
whole county, is more or less full of jock- 
eys and dealers in horses; and the breed 
in this and the next county, is so well 
known that, though the pedigree of them is 
not preserved for a succession of ages, as 
it is said they do in Arabia, yet are their 
stallions denominated by name, that never 
fail to advance the price according to the 
reputation of the sire he comes of. And, 
indeed, let foreigners boast what they will 
of Barbs and Turkish horses, or of Span- 
ish Jennets from Cordova for which 500 
pounds apiece has been paid, I believe that 
some of the gallopers of this county and 
of the Bishoprick of Durham which joins 
it, will out-do for speed and strength, 
the swiftest horse that ever was bred in 
Turkey or Barbary, take both advantages 
together. For though the Barb may beat 
Yorkshire for a mile course, Yorkshire 
shall distance him at the end of 4 miles. 
The Barb may carry the day with 7 1/2 
stone, but Yorkshire with 12 stone, or 
14 stone. In a word Yorkshire shall carry 
the man, and the Barb a feather. But they 
are universally allowed to be the best 
hunting and road horses in the world, and 
are bought up by foreigners on that ac- 
count. As this part of the county is so much 
employed in horses, the young fellows 
make excellent grooms, 

Not only has the Bedale-Middleham- 
Richmond district of Yorkshire played an 
outstanding part in the evolution of the 
racehorse (most of the foundation mares 
of the Thoroughbred breed were located 
there), but it has, time out of count, been 
noteable for its hunters, Cleveland Bays, 
trainers, jockeys, (the latter in the sense 
accepted today, rather than the old inter- 
pretation of horse-dealers), equine auth-

Dear Sir: 

I hardly know how to write what I 
wish to say, never having done this before; 
but I do want to tell you how muchI 
enjoyed your article on the 1E.O. show 
put on at York, Pa. and reported in your 
July 4th issue. 

It is very encouraging to someone in 
my circumstances - practically out of 
touch with people of like interest in 
dressage and this type of jumping - to be 
able to find in your journal so many artic- 
les and reports on the people who are 
doing things to interest the riders here in 
what I found to be an all-consuming 
enjoyment. 

Having learned to ride in Wiesbaden, 
Germany while serving a tour as an Air 
Force nurse, naturally I learned the 
elementary dressage and jumping which 
is taught there, and, to the people who 
say dressage ruins horses for cross 
country and hunting, I say, Boshi! We 
had only a few hunts each season, due to 
the wet weather and the fact that most 
of the horses were rented from the riding 
academy, but we had some hard and fast 
riding to do, over built-up fences, natural 
brooks and ditches, some very steep in- 
clines, down which the horses sometimes 
had to slide on their haunches and often 
on rainy and/or foggy days. 

We had to use a drag, or even just a 
man alone with a foxtail on his shoulder 
in place of a fox, so I have never ridden 
a real fox hunt, though I still have hopes 
and am schooling my horse over jumps 
which I hope will prepare us both for some 
cross country riding and jumping some- 
time. 

I am alone in my present location 
in what I am doing and am using my books 
for reference, so I look for your journal 
eagerly every week. I especially enjoy 
the news of our team in Europe, having 
had the privilege of watching Bill Stein- 
kraus and companions performing at the 
Biebrich show before the 1956 Olympics. 
There were some enthusiastic comments 
from some of our German instructors on 
the American’s riding. I hope that some- 
day an American-bred and trained horse 
will go to their international dressage 
competition, rather than a Germantrained 
horse bought by an American and then 
sent over to compete. Of course this will 
take years. 

Best wishes to you for the continuing 
success of your journal and please keep 
these dressage competitions in the news. 
I’m sure others, like me, like to read 
about them, even though we don’t always 
let you know.

Michael G, Walsh’s *Cloonroughan, run- 
ner-up to Neji in the Prelude anda gal- 
loping winner over hurdles at Delaware 
Park, Sanford Stud Farms’ Tremere, 
victor of the Monmouth National Maiden 
Hurdle two weeks ago, was given 151, 
while stablemate Dartmoor, asophomore, 
is the co-lightweight with C, Mahlon 
Kline’s Ragtime Cowboy, also a 3-year- 
old, at 130. Sanford Stud, whose Ideal 
View won the Midsummer last season, 
may run one of its invitees. 


William C, Partee’s *Chufquen, winner 
of his last seven races, was due at Bel- 
mont Park Sunday following a flight from 
Chile. The Chilean champion hurdler was 
rated at 150 pounds. Mrs. Anne Bullitt 
Biddle’s Jongleur, assigned 138, is in 
Ireland. Jongleur’s acceptance is yet to 
be received. 

Remaining invitees and their imposts 
are: Allison L, S, Stern’s Greek Brother, 
148; Mrs. J. H. McKnight’s Great Tom, 
146; Mrs. G. H. Bostwick’s Indian Truce, 
winner of the 1958 Belmont National 
Maiden Hurdle, 145; F, Eugene Dixon 
Jr.’s My Last Try, 140; Mrs. Clara E,.

Neji, steeplechase champion of 1955, 
repeated last year on the strength of 
three brilliant victories in four starts. 
The Virginia-bred chestnut captured the 
Brook Steeplechase Handicap under 164, 
the Grand National Steeplechase Handicap 
with 168 and the aforementioned rich 
Temple Gwathmey Steeplechase Handicap. 

If Neji were to win the Midsummer 
under his 175 pound assessment it would 
represent an American standard for 
jumpers vieing over obstacles at a major 
course. 

Adding to the significance of Neji’s 
new course record time of 3:15 1/5 
in the Prelude, one second faster than the 
mark held by Greek Brother, is the fact 
that the distance was increased 20 yards 
by moving the last jump back, This was 
done at the start of the hurdle season. 

First money in the Midsummer, cli- 
matic event of Monmouth’s hurdle pro- 
gram, is $15,000. The Midsummer is the 
world’s richest hurdle event of its kind. 
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A DOLLAR HORSE 

Paul Harol, an owner-trainer from 
Boston, Mass., gambled ‘‘the works’’ to 
buy, for a single dollar, the gelding Stake- 
point, already the winner of three races 
and $1,940 at Waterford Park this season 
for his 37-year-old owner. 

Certainly Harol’s ‘‘buck” acquisition 
is, like so many stories inracing, stranger 
than fiction, 

It was closing day at Wheeling, on May 
31, that Harol was standing outside the 
racing secretary's office, jingling his last 
99 cents in his pocket. That was when J. 
Richard Wiseman remarked: ‘“‘I’ll sell 
Stakepoint for a dollar to anyone who 
wants him.” Harol turned at once toa man 
standing nearby. 

**Lend me a penny, friend,’’ he said. 

The stranger cast him a quizzical 
glance, but passed across the ‘‘copper” 
piece. Harol thrust the handful of small 
change at Wiseman. 

**Here’s your buck,” he said, ‘‘every- 
thing I’ve got - and money I borrowed, 
as well.” 

It was a good gamble. Last Friday 
Stakepoint won his third race for Harol 
to boost his local earnings to a hefty 
$1,940 - a handsome return for $1. 

The sport is full of quirkish success 
stories. 

A few years ago in Canada the late R. 
James Speers offered Omar’s Gift to A. 
G. ‘‘Scotty’’ Kennedy. ... ‘‘for every- 
thing you have in your pocket.’* Kennedy 
had 37 cents. He got Omar’s Gift and she 
went on to win the Winniped Futurity at 
Polo Park and later, as a broodmare, 
produced Victory Gift which, under 
Kennedy’s ownership, won $24,155 while 
accounting for the 1948 Longacres Derby, 
the Canadian Derby at Polo Park, the In- 
vitation Canadian Championship at Polo 
Park and many other races, It all goes 
to conclusively prove that it is not ad- 
visable to ‘‘look a gift horse inthe mouth.” 

Alsab, purchased for $700 and winner of 
$350,015, and the claim of Symie for $1, 
500, a veritable gold mine that brought 
$918,484 to Hirsch Jacobs, are but two 
other startling examples of rags-to-riches 
yarns, with the pot of gold buried at the 
end of the rainbow. Some risks pay off - 
such as the dollar in small change that 
purchased Stakepoint. Others, however, 
are not so profitable, such asNew Broom, 
purchased as a yearling for $75,000 and 
winner - during his lifetime - of but a 
single race, two less than Stakepoint al- 
ready has chalked up at Waterford Park. 
BELMONT MEETING UP 

The 48-day meeting at Belmont Park, 
New York, recently concluded, showed a 
per diem gain of $57,413 in mutuel handle 
as compared with 1957 and an average 
attendance gain of 477 per day. On May 
30th the daily double wagering pool was 
$346,966, the highest in the history of 
New York racing. It might be pointed out 
that Belmont featured steeplechasing in 
1958, but had none in 1957 when the jump- 
ing track was under repair.

Midwest hunt racing ended its 1958 
agenda with the eighth running of The 
Arlington Park Hurdle Stakes, a $4,000 
added event at about two miles, on Friday, 
June 11, Many between-the-flags enthu- 
siasts were on hand to enjoy the racing 
and the luncheon and facilities provided 
by The Post and Paddock Club of the 
beautiful Arlington Heights, Illinois, 
racing plant. 

Entries for The Stakes must qualify 
by earning sufficient points on the cir- 
cuit, beginning in March at Camden, S.C. 
where The Carolina Cup committee cards 
a special hurdle race exclusively for 
Midwest owners. Hal Marbut, the pro- 
perty of Mrs. Caddis F. Morriss, did 
not, however, start his impressive string 
of three straight wins this early in the 
year, trainer Dennis Murphy preferring to 
wait until April 26 at Oak Grove, Tenn., 
to garner the black gelding’s first victory. 
In his following two starts Hal Marbut 
made it three for three by winning novice 
races at Nashville and Louisville in such 
an easy manner that even though making 
his first start against older, more ex- 
perienced horses he went off as one of 
the favorites in The Arlington Stakes. 


Hal Marbut Wins 

Running true to form and justifying 
the confidence of his backers in this one 
he went straight to the front at the first 
hurdle under amateur rider Crompton 
Smith, Jr., and was never headed, winning 
from the 1956 and 1957 winner, Port 
Call, by five lengths. Port Call with Pat 
Murphy aboard was off slowly at the start, 
but raced his way to third at the first 
hurdle and on landing displaced Here’s 
Why and veteran rider Bob McDonald for 
the second position behind Hal Marbut. 
Throughout the running Here’s Why held 
the third spot safe behind Hal Marbut and 
Port Call.

First Time Around 

Racing down the back side first time 
around these first three were followed 
by The American, Local Run, Orestes 
Kid, U C Future and Beacon Star, none 
of whom, except The American, seem- 
ing able to handle the blistering pace which 
resulted in a running only two fiths of a 
second slower than the course record. 
Out of the turn and over the fourth hurdle 
The American knuckled over on landing 
anddeposited amateur rider Ned Bonnie 
on the turf without injury. Regaining his 
feet the grey ‘chaser galloped with the 
field to the point where the entrance from 
the dirt track to the infield was barricad- 
ed. Here, much to the delight of the crowd 
and the relief of the other participants he 
turned, made a beautiful leap over the 
barricade and pulled himself up in front 
of the winners circle. 





Second Circuit 

Meanwhile, Port Call was getting to 
Hal Marbut at every fence only to be out- 
run on the flat. This was due to Hal Mar- 
but’s running down his fences to the right 
while Port Call, whose jumping usually 
leaves much to be desired, was displaying 
good form over his fences. Here’s Why, 
under steady urging, was still gamely 
hanging in for third only a scant margin 
behind the first two. Down the back side 
last time around Here’s Why began to 
tire slightly approaching the final turn 
but Port Call was still pressing the winner. 
In the turn, however, Port Call grabbed 
himself and put a bad cut on one front 
ankle which increased his usual tendency 
toward lugging to the inside. At the final 
hurdle Hal Marbut was two lengths in 
front of him, then another ten lengths 
back to Here’s Why and another six to 
Local Run and Orestes Kid. Under mild 
urging Hal Marbut drew away to win by 
five lengths. Port Call was second over 
Here’s Why by fifteen lengths with the 
latter just outlasting Orestes Kid by a 
margin that had to be determined by the 
camera. One half a length then to Local 
Run for fifth and much daylight on back 
to UC Future and Beacon Star.

RECORDS BROKEN IN 1957 

The year 1957 proved to be a speedy 
one on the race track with five world’s 
records being beaten and two tied. In 
addition, a new American mark also was 
written into the record book. 

The five new world’s marks were 
established at as many tracks--Turf 
Paradise, Gulfstream, Hollywood Park, 
Golden Gate Fields and Garden State 
Park, Gulfstream also accounted for 
the two tied standards. The American 
mark was made at Belmont Park. 

Federal Hill started off the clock- 
breaking performances on March 25 at 
Gulfstream, blazing six-and-a-half fur- 
longs in 1:15, shaving 2/5 of a second 
off Mr. Favor’s time, set January 15, 1956 
at Turf Paradise. Federal Hill, a three- 
year-old, carried 122 pounds. On March 
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30, Beau Madison, a two-year-old colt, 
carrying 12 pounds, sped four furlongs 
at Turf Paradise in :45, beating by 1/5 
of a second the mark set by Manzanero 
at the Hipodromo de las Americas on 
February 5, 1954, 

The great Swaps relinquished one of his 
five world’s records on May 4, 1957 
when the four-year-old Tellarian, carrying 
110, covered a mile and 70 yards in 1:39 
2/5 at Garden State Park. Swaps’ old 
mark of 1:39 3/5 was set at Gulfstream 
Park on April 14, 1956, , 

The five-and-a-half furlong markwent 
into the discard on June 13 at Hollywood 
Park when Porterhouse, a six-year-old, 
carrying 125 pounds, ran it in 1:02 2/5, 
bettering by 4/5 of a second a mark first 
set in 1944 by Nance’s Ace at Tropical 
Park, and equalled by Bold Bazooka at 
Hollywood Park in 1955 and again by 
Decathlon at Tropical Park in 1956, 

The fifth mark to go by the boards 
was the six furlong record of 1:08 1/5 
set by Bolero at Golden Gate Fields in 
1950. Dumpty Humpty, a four-year-old, 
carrying 115, sped over the same track 
in 1:08 flat on November 2. 

Gulfstream was the scene of the re- 
cord-tying performances. On April 9 
Bolero U, a two-year-old, equalled Saggy’s 
mark of :51 4/5 for four-and-a-half fur- 
longs while toting 116 pounds. On March 
30, in the Florida Derby, General Duke 
equalled the mile-and-an-eighth standard 
of 1:46 4/5, carrying 122 pounds in the 
test for three-year-olds. The record was 
originally set in 1950 by *Noor at Golden 
Gate Fields and equalled by Alidonin 1955 
at Hollywood Park and again at the same 
track by Swaps in 1956, 

The new American mark of 2:26 3/5 
was set by *Gallant Man in the Belmont 
Stakes at Belmont Park on June 15, 
supplanting the mile-and-a-half record 
of 2:27 3/5 established at the same 
track by Bolingbroke in 1942,
